BUENOS AyrES, April 20.— The following 
ie a trunBlation of tho messugo sent by the 
Brazilian rebel Mello to the President of 
Argontine whon ho brought hia remaining 
ships into tho harbor of Buenoa Ayree and 
offered to surrender them : 

"Ahoaiid the Brazilian i

"Harborof Buenos Ayres, April 10, 1894. j 
"Sacn: Pena, President : — As I am unable 
to continue, on account of an absolute lack 
of resources, tho naval rovolt inaugurated 
eight months ago for tho purpose of 
changing tho constitution of Brazil against 
tho military despotism of President 
Peixoto, I now enter Argentine waters 
in order to solicit tho protection of tho 
Dag of a generous sister republio in behulf 
of myBolf, my officers, my marines, my 
troops and my lleot, consisting of the Re- 
publics, Uruano, Iris, Meteoro and Esper- 
anto.. I will surrender these ships to your 
excellency for any disposition you may aee 
fit to make of them."

This had been magnificently decorated with 
royal standards and flowora, and the magni- 
ficent toiletB of the ladies, combined with 
the brilliant military uniforms of the gueBts, 
created a magnificent ensemble. Tho cere- 
mony was after the ritea of the Lutheran 
church. 

Grouped around the altar were Queen 
Victoria, the Emperor William, the Em- 
press Augusta Victoria, the E''ipr. 33 Fred- 
erick, King Albert of Saxony, Kiu»< William 
of Wurtomburg, Princo Regent L jitpold of 
Bavaria, tho Grand Duko of Sax'j- Weimar, 
the Grand Duko of Badeu, and the Grand 
Duke Vladimir of Russia. The King and 
Queon of tho Belgians woro represented by 
Prince and Princess Philip of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, and tho King and Queen of the 
Hellonoa by the Duko and Duchess of 
Sparta. The Grand Duke and Duchess 
Sergiue specially represented the imperial 
family of Russia. The bridal costume was 
of white corded silk, decollotte, with im- 
mense puifed aleeve3 and elaborately 
trimmed with historic laces. Tho texture 
of tho tulle veil waa almost entirely ahroud- 
ed with orango blossoms. At the wodding 
breakfast which followed the ceremony 
Queen Victoria proposed tho health of the 
newly wedded couple. The young couple 
left this afternoon for the Chateuu of Ros- 
onau, tho birthplace of Prince Albert, Queen 
Victoria's husband. On Saturday tncy will 
enter Darmstadt in Btate, 



SEALERS' COMPENSATION. 

U. S. Opinion That Other Complications are 
involved in tho Settlement. 

Washington, April 20.— Tho question of 
compensation for alleged illegal Beizurea of 
Canadian vessela by tho United States did 
not receive the attention of the Paris tri- 
bunal of arbitration. The claims amounted 
to about §15,000,000. (?)and those were form- 
ally presented by Great Britain soon after 
thu tribunal adjourned, although they 
had been tho subject of correspond- 
ence between tho two Governments 
ever since tho seizures took place 
in Bohring Sea in 1SSG, 1887, 1SS9 and 
1890. Secretary Gresham declined to take 
up tho matter until after the two govern- 
ments had completed all necessary legislation 
to carry into effect tho decisions of tho 
tribunal for tho protections of tho Heals, and 
this ia Btill the position of tho State Depart- 
ment in the matter. It ia not at all likely 
the matter of compensating Canadians will 
bo-settled until after it is found out whether 
the United States will not havo counter- 
claims for damagea growing out of the 
failure to adopt its fur seal regulations 
earlier this season. 



REARRANGING PEACE. 

A Movement to Bring tho War to an End In 
Klo Grande do Sub 

London, April 20, — A Buenoa Ayres dis- 
patch to tho Times says an onvoy from 
President-elect Mores haB hold a conference 
hero with tho insurgent Goneral Martons 
for tho purposo of rearranging peace in tho 
Stato of Rio Grando do Sul, Brazil. Gen- 
oral Martens' teruiB of poaco were that the 
Govornor of Rio Grando do Sul be deposed 
and a now election hold in Brazil, that tho 
insurgent officers ho reinstated in the posts 
they formerly hold, by tho amnesty granted 
to all. It is stated Dagamua will ha landed 
at Buonos Ayres to-day.

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RELATIONS WITH AUSTRALIA. 



Marvellous Growth of Canadian Trade 
— Figures Full of Siiruiiicauco 
to Business ilea. 



The Colonists Could Buy from Cauada 
All They Now Purchase from the 
United States. 



Sydney, N.S.VV , March 10.— Just about 
ton moutha ugo ihiTB sailed from this port 
for Vanouver the pioneor steamship in tho 
Cunadian-Auiitr uliuu ateumship company, 
then just or^uniz 3d by Mr. James Huddurt 
and subsidized by the governments of Can 
ada uud Now South Wales. Up to that 
time tho only trade batwceu the two colonies 
consisted of a shipment of lumber now and 
again, brought over by sailing vessels, 
which invariably returned in ballast or took 
coal from Newcastle to 'Frisco. A few 
other articles of Canadian manufacture 
found thoir way hither now aud again 
via S in Francisco, but tliey were always en- 
torod as American goods, and bo tho Domin- 
ion got uo credit lor them. What is the 
position now ? The imports from Canada to 
New South Wales have increased from £10,- 
(iuo to i'.'!3,70G, aud tho exportB heLO-j u> cue 
Dominion hive risen from a paltry £37 to 
£8)374, This is Burely a very gratifying 
growth for so short a period as is covered by 
the figures. The service started in May, 
and only eight steamers left this port for 
British Columbia to tho end of the year, and 
yot 

THIS MARVELLOUS OltOW'TIl 

of trade has taken placo. Since the begin- 
ning of tho year three steamers will have 
left whon this letter is dispatched, and each 
of them Iibb had a satisfactory cargo— satis- 
factory that is when it is considered that 
but little attempt has yot been made by 
Canadian manufacturers to develop a de- 
mand for their goods. And, what is better, 
thero is a growing tendency amongst all 
classes hero to oncourage trade with Canada, 
tho majority of people believing that, all 
things being equal, it would bo bottor to 
purchaso from Canadian manufacturers 
than to buy tho product of American 
labor. Blood tells, despite the cynical 
denials of a certain class of politicians, and 
it only requires the earnest and united 
efforts of Canadians to secure a very large 
Bharo of tho market of Now South Wales at 
least, and in course of time that of tho other 
colonies. 

Through tho kindness of Mr. T. A. Cogh- 
lan, the Government statistician of New 
South Walea, I have been furnished wicn a 
specially prepared statement of the trade 

BETWEEN THIS COLONY AND CANADA 

during tho year 1893, figures which aro not 
usually published until soven or eight 
months afterwards. 

The statement of imports from Canada in 
IS 93 is as follows : 

Agricultural implements, £8,456; fresh 
fish, £801; preserved fish, £3,719; hard- 
ware, £461; oils in bulk, £87; books and 
periodicals, £78; advertising circulars, £49; 
stationery sundries, £7G1; rough timber, 
£16,373; dressed timber, £330; laths, 
£1,410; palings, £250; shingles, £76; 
wooden doors, £75; toys and fancy goods, 
£10; whisky, £24; wineB, £40; other 
articles, £283; total, £33,316 ; timber en- 
terod at Newcastle, £390; grand total, 
£33,706. 

Previous to the inauguration of tho steam- 
ship service,

we r e, as stated before, confined to lumber, 
and the greater part of that undressed 
lumber, which gave only the minimum of 
employment to Unnadiau labor. Tho figures 
for the three years prior to 1893, are :

Thus, within tho short space of eight 
months Canadian morchantB have secured a 
footing for agricultural implements, fresh 
and preserved fish, hardware, oilB, station- 
ery, palings, doors, toys, whiskey and wine, 
in a market which was closed tu them pre- 
viously, and this without any serious eff jrt 
to place and push Canadian goods. 

If the growth of tho import trade from 
Canada has been m03t gratifying under the 
circumstances, tho development of tho ex- 
ports from New South Wales to Canada has 
been nothing less than wonderful. In 1890 

THE EXPORTS TO CANADA 

amounted to £10, in 1S91 to £40, and in 
1892 to £37. Last year they reached tho 
sum of £8,374. Tho chief feature seems to 
be the development of tho trade in green 
fruits, frozen mutton, skins and hides und 
tin ingots, lines which should be capable of 
great growth. Since the opening of tho 
piesent year, a l>?giuning has been made in 
the export of wool, some shipments having 
been made to Montreal and Boston by these 
oteamors. 

Having thus on '.linod tho practical birth 
of commercial relations between Canada and 
New South Wales — tho other colonies will 
be dealt with later — the question will bo 
asked : What can Canada sond best to her 
Australian sister colony 7 I answer in the 
words of a loading merchant of Sydney : 
" Almost anything which wo now purchaBo 
from the Americans." 

It Bhould he clearly understood that, be- 
fore any great advanco in trade relations 
between tho two colonies can tako place, 
Bomethiugmust bo done to secure propor re- 
presentation of Canadian interests in Aus- 
tralia, preferably at Sydney, becauso tho 
bulk of toe business must be done at thia 
port. Tho United States have thoir 

CONSULAR REPRESENTATIVES 

in each of tho colonioB, men who are active 
in watching the course of events and who 
have thoir hand upon tho public pulse. 
Somothing of that sort must be dono if Can- 
ada is to reap tho advantage of the oppor- 
tunity which lies before hor. The 
visit of Hon. Mackenzie Bowell 
has dono much good in improving 
Canada's position hore, and public mon and 
morchants aro moBt kindly disposed towards 
their follow-subjoots in the North, but un- 
less aomo official rtpresontativn is appointed 
to watch tho interests of tho Dominion and 
unless morohants themselves tako tho initia- 
tive by Bending out travellers tho final ro- 
suit will not be that which all true Cana- 
dians would wish. Trade must be encour- 
aged ; morchants who have boen doaling for 
youra with Americin houses will not chango 
their course without persuasion and assur- 
ance that Canadian goods aro equal to thoso 
made south of lino 45. Canadians know 
that thoy aro. ;Why not lot tho world know 
bo, also? F. vV.

DANGEROUS SHOAL DISCOVERED. 

A Previously Unknown Danger to Navigators 
Found Off the Coast of Honduras. 

N*.\v Orleans, La., April 20 — Captain 
Gerchon, of tho steamer Prof. Morso, which 
arrived horo last night from Puerto Cortes, 
HonduraB, reports that on Tuesday at nooD, 
when ho was about 125 miles from the pass 
in latitude 27, longitude 88.23, tho ship en- 
tered a large patoh of green water, and 
there was every indication of a shoal of large 
extent. Green water extended on overy 
side as far as ho could seo, nnd there were 
ripples plainly visible aB in a river. Tho 
ship sailed for six hours, or a distance of 50 
miles, before getting over tho shoal, and 
immediately a strong nnrront waB met flow- 
ing in a Bouth-southeast direction at tho 
rate of two knots an hour. Tho discovery 
of this shoal dumbfounded tho captain, an 
ho had pasBod ovor tho Bame oourae many 
times heforo and had nover noticed it. Ho 
thought it was formed by volcanic eruption 
or submarine expioBion. 

Tho current flowing south-aoutheaBt waa 
noticed aa a moat unusual occurrence, and 
tho log registered 135 miles to the passes, 
whon tho true distance by chart ia only 
104, thua showing tho strength of its flow. 
The captain said he thought some vory 
great disturbance had taken placo in tho 
gulf, and that it would bo necessary for tho 
Government to sond a Bhip to muko a search 
for any now shoala or currents. This shoal 
was not tho one reported by Captain Dubois 
some timo ago, aB that shoal was only ten 
miles from the mouth of tho pass, this one 
was at least 125. Tho captain did not make 
any soundings, therefore ho did not know 
tho exact depth of water, but ho Baid that 
some places looked to be very shoal, and the 
water could be plainly seen swirling in 
ripplcB. Ita location was southeast from 
tho paBBea.

Santa Cruz, April 20.— About 10 o'clock 
laBt evening a mystorious veasol landed a 
boat containing at least ton persona, ap- 
parently Chineao, about 300 foot from tho 
wharf at Pebble beach, Monteteybay. All 
but two poraonB diBombarked and ran to 
some carriagos which were waiting them, 
and wore rapidly driven away. Diroctly 
the persona landed the boat was pulled 
back to tho vessel, was hoiBtcd aboard and 
tho myatorioua craft slipped away in tho 
darkneas aa quickly and as quiotly us aho 
came. The idontity of tho vessel cannot bo 
earned, but it is supposed that smugglers 
havo landed a cargo of Chineso who will 
be Bcottered and concealed beforo the offi- 
cers can tako up the trail.

GAR V WRIGHT'S AMENDMENT. 

The following ia Sir Richard Cart- 
wright's amendment to tho Finance Minis- 
ter's motion " that tho Houso resolve itself 
into a committee to consider tho ways and 
means for raising tho supply to be granted 
to Her Majesty": 

That, while recognizing in tho roduo- 
tions proposed an admission to that extent 
of theovila inilioted upon tho people bv the 
system of high protective duties, this House 
is, nevertheless, of tho opinion that the 
amendments suggested, being baaed upon 
the principle ■ 1 protection, uud not solely 
upon the requirements of public service, are 
inadequate to afford satisfactory relief from 
the burdens of exceauive and unfair tax- 
ation ; 

That tho highest interests of Canada de- 
mand the adoption of a sound fiscal policy 
which, <■* hile not doing injustice to any cluss, 
will promote domestic and foreign trade, 
and hasten the return of prosperity to our 
people ; 

That to that end tho tiriff should bo re- 
duced to the needs of honest, economical 
and efficient government, should have elim- 
inated from it tho principle of protection to 
particular industries at tho expense of tho 
community at large, and should be imposed 
for revenue only ; 

That it should bo so adjusted as to make 
free, or bear as lightly as possible upon, the 
necessaries of life, and to promote freer 
trade with the whole world, particularly 
with Great Britain and the United States. 

This resolution will no doubt bo quoted 
in future controversies as being au exposition 
of the trade policy of the Liberal party, yot 
is there any one living who can tell exactly 
what it means ? Is there a man in the Lib- 
eral ranks who can form tho remotest idea 
of tho tariff or system of taxation which 
would accomplish thcae results ? If thoro is, 
he has taken groat painB to keep tho 
knowledgo to himself. 

Mr, Liurier, Sir Richard Cartwright and 
tho other economists of the Opposition, 
have found fault with tho present tariff, 
and they have given utterance to a number 
of generalities, moro or less indefinite, but 
they have said nothing that can give the 
reader of their speeches anything liko a 
clear idea of the tarifl which, if they had 
tho power, thoy would substitute for the 
ono now in operation. Their criticism iB 
almost wholly destructive ; thoy have shown 
much zeal and Bomo ability in pulling down, 
but they huvo not proved that they have 
tho least capacity for building up. 

If Sir Richard Cartwright had shown how 
ho can oliminato protootion from tho tariff, 
promote foreign and domestic trade, adjuBt 
the duties so that thoy will bear as lightly 
as possible upon tho necessaries of lifo and 
promoto freer trade with all tho world, and 
at tho same time raise a revonuo of thirty- 
bIx millions or so, ho would havo raised him- 
self wondorfully in tho estimation of the 
pooplo as a practical statesman and as a skil- 
ful financier. But ho has done nothing of 
tho kind. Ho has mixod and muddlod mat- 
tors up in his speeches pretty much as he 
did in his amondmont, and has loft tho 
world complotoly in tho dark as to how ho 
would bring about tho ohanges which ho 
advocates. This is tho moro surprising us Sir 
Richard Cartwrightiano tyro. Hoisa votoran 
politician, and ho has had an opportunity of 
framing a tariff suitod to tho oiroumstancos 
of tho country and calculated to promoto 
tho prosperity of tho pooplo. But hia 
tariffs, aoiiiohow.. did not work well. They 
did not givo him revenue enough to supply 



the needs of honoat, economical and efficient 
Government, they did not promoto free 
trade with tho whole world, and they did 
not work so as to convince tho pooplo of 
Canada that he was a heaven-sent Minister 
of Finance. And how aro tho peoplo now 
to know that if tho reforming of the tariff 
were placed in hia hands ho would produce 
bettor results than he did in the seventies 2 
Sir Richard's own career affords a striking 
illustration of tho truth that it is far easier 
to find fault with what anothor man has 
dona than to do good work of one's own. 

A GOOD SUGGESTION. 

Tho MontroalStar, which ia not vory well 
pleased with tho changes that havo been 
made in the tariff, auggeats that tho Liborals 
havo now a fine chanco to show what is, in 
their opinion, a perfect tariff. The com 
plaint of tho Conservatives Is that the Lib- 
orals are iugonious'y indotinito in all that 
they Bay about tariff reform. Thoy uro gen- 
erous enough with general statements, but 
when particulars are required they become 
either ambiguous or rotioent. Thoy havo 
new the chance of deuling with tho tariff in 
dp tail and of showing what reforms thoy 
would mako if tho peoplo gavo them a ma- 
jority in the Houbo of Commons. The Star 
suys : 

Tho opportunity to mako this clear will 
conic when tho House goes into cominittou 
on Mr. Foster's schedule. Then tho Lib- 
erals can move a detiuite ainondment to 
every item with which thoy disagree. Thus, 
item by item, thoy can put themselves on 
record as a party, and tho country will 
know just what kind of a tariff it would get 
if it voted the Opposition into power at the 
next elec ions. Thia would bo a pieco of 
frankness beyond praise — u patriotic effort 
to uhed light upon the path of the voter 
when he next approaches tho ballot-box. 
And if this opportunity bo missed— be 
dodged, indeed — the electora cannot bo 
blamed for inferring that tho Liberals 
either havo no definite tariff policy in their 
minds or olae that thoy think it wise 
to keop it in shadow until after tho 
elections. Thia consideration of tho tariff, 
clause by clause, will afford a chance for tho 
Opposition to say exactly what it would do 
with cotton, with woollens, with iron, with 
coal oil, with sugar, with coal, with books, 
with tools, with farmers' necessities of all 
kinds, with every item in the schedule ; and 
thoy must see that silenco under such cir 
oumstances will lo'prolifio of damaging in 
terpretations. 

Will the Liberals pursue tho policy out- 
lined above ? Will they let tho peoplo know 
how they would go to work to oliminato the 
principle of protection from tho tariff? Will 
they givo them a practical illustration of 
what, in their estimation, is a tariff for 
revonuo only ''. Now is their chance. Lot 
thorn point out the duties they would re- 
duce and the dutiea they would take off, 
Let them show tho electors what thoy 
would substitute for the protective duti 
and how thoy propose to raise a revenue 
suiliciont for the purposes of tho beat of 
governments. 

The Star Bhows them very clearly how 
thoy can dispel all doubts as to tho nature 
of tho policy thoy would pursue if thoy 
were in office. It ia in their power now to 
eilence effectually those Conservative poli- 
ticians and journalists who reproach them 
with being designedly indefinite, with pur- 
posely hiding their intentions — if they havo 
any— beneath a thick covering of ambigu- 
ous and unmeaning phrases. One .would 
think that, if they had u policy, they would 
eagerly seizo the opportunity of proving 
that they have been misjudged and mis 
represented by their opponents. 

But it is uafo to predict that tho LiboralB 
will not act upon the Star's suggestion. If 
they adopted an open and candid policy, if 
they ceased being mysteriouu and oracular, 
there would be a roiv of tho vory largest 
size in tho Liberal camp. Mr. Lauricr would 
rouao in Ottawa what Mr. Wilson has 
roused in Waahington — a nest of hornets 
The protectionist Liberals, like the protec- 
tionist Democrats, would be about hia ears 
in clouds, and would mako hia lifo a burden 
to him. Tho Conservatives would have 
nothing to do but atand by and enjoy tho 
amuaing spectacle. The Liberal leaders 
know their followers too well to dream of 
following the Montreal Star's advice. 

STILL APATHETIC. 

Tho promoters of tho Nicaragua Canal 
keep their project before the people. They 
do not allow tho public to forgot that the 
canal has been commenced and must be com 
pleted, if not by Americans then by Euro 
peans. Tho bill boforo Congress progresses 
altogether too slowly to pleuao thoso who 
havo the matter in hand. Senator Morgan, 
who is most persevering in his advocacy of 
the canal, says in a lute report : 

" If the action of Congress be dolayed un 
reasonably long the company will bo com- 
pelled to abandon tho concessions and lose 
tho money it has already invested in tho 
canal, or accopt tho offers made by foreign 
capitalists. If either of these results follows 
from the inaction of Congrebs, the peoplo 
cannot blame tho Cunul Company for yield- 
ing to a fato that it would have avoided had 
Congress takon up tho subject of the con- 
struction of tho canal through the aid of tho 
United Statoa." 

It docs soom singular that tho Congross 
and tho poople of tho United States should 
bo so apathotio and so dilatory with rogard 
to n work of such importance, and ono from 
which tho country is certain to receivo bo 
many and audi great bonefits. When it is 
considered that a Bhip canal joining tho 
Atlantic ocean with tho Pacific cannot 
fail of being profitable to thoso who con- 
struct and oporato it, tho supinoness of a 
peoplo ordinarily so ontorpriaing iB tho 
moro wonderful. Sonator Morgan saya the 
bill, if it becomes law, will put into active 
business employment §100,000,000 borrowed 
from tho American peoplo without risk, and 
will furnish employment to 50,000 Ameri- 
cana who aro now marching on tho high- 
ways begging for work. "It would," ho 
adds, " yiold to tho United StatoB at the 
rato of ono dollar a ton for canal charges 
not less than §4,000,000 por annum on its 



570,000,000 stock in the canil. And the 
benefits which tho trade of tho country would 
derive from the construction of the canal 
would be incalculably greater than the 
profits yielded by the investment. The 
enemies of tho canal muat bo many and 
powerful, and they muat bo working with 
increasing diligence, to be able to frustrate 
the endeavors of tho energotio promoters of 
the great work. 

A VINDICTIVE JUDGE. 

Senator Hill moy yot repent having pre- 
vented tho appointment of Judge Beckham 
to a Beab on the Bench of tho Supreme 
Court of tho United States. The Jutlgo is 
ovidently not disposed to take hia defeat 
ailently or submissively. Ho is bound to 
convince tho Tammany gang that they com- 
mitted a serious mistake when thoy niado 
him their enemy. Ho is a man of brains 
and ho possesses both energy anel influence. 
Tammany is not invulnorable. It has its 
weak spots and they aro exposed to attack. 
Judge l'eckhain knows where they are and 
ho has commoueod hostilities. Ho rocontly 
delivered a speech in which ho charged 
Tammany with being guilty of black- 
mailing. It not long ago compelled two 
largo corporations to pay it §50,000 
each for helping them to procuro 
certain legislation. Ho gave the organi- 
zation tho oharuotor which it well dc- 
BerveB. It is a thief itself and the patron of 
thieves. This the people of New York know 
woll, yot they allow the abomination to ex- 
ist. Will Jutlgo Peckham awake them to a 
senao of their duty with regurd to it ': Will 
he head such a movement of decent men 
against it ua will enBuro Its downfall ! 
It is questionable. It is simply astonishing 
hoiv tho eitizmR of New York submit to tho 
tyranny and the robberies of as great a sot 
of scoundrels as ever attuined power or 
wielded political influence.

The case of Barnsley v. Funuout was 
again before the police magistrate yesterday, 
and was further remanded to enablo the 
court to visit tho premises invaded by the 
defendant's cow, in regard to which tho tes- 
timony in very contradictory. 

TllE quarterly meeting of tho directors of 
the Horticultural Society and Fruit Growers' 
Association of British Columbia will be hold 
at Mission City, on Tuesday, May 1. Mem- 
bers and others interested aro invited to at- 
tend or send questions for discussion. 

The annual mooting of tho B.C. Southern 
railway was held yesterday forenoon at tho 
ollice of the company on Fort streot. Tho 
old board of directors was re-eleoted, and 
Mr. F. B Pembercon and H. E. Smith 
added. Mr. John Hyde, of Montreal, wus 
appointed auditor. This was the only busi- 
ness done, the election of officers by the 
board being deferred until a later date. 

The case of Hiudea v. tho Seal, Hastie, 
Erakiue Company and James Hastie wus 
concluded yesterday in the Supremo court, 
before Mr. Juatiea Walkem, judgment bo- 
ing reserved, The only evidonce given bo- 
fore argument was that of James Hastie, 
one of the defendants, it having been taken 
debtne esse prior to Mr. Hastie's departure 
for the North.

Mit. Benjamin Carter, proprietor of tho 
Rock Bay hotel, and a well-known member 
of Loyal Dauntless lodgo, CO O.F., died at 
St. Joseph's hospital on Thursday evening, 
of cancer.

Bodwell & Irving for plaintiff'; Mr. R. Cas- 
Bidy for defendant. Leave was granted to 
change venue to Nanaimo in Lawrence v. 
Kemper, Bickle v. Weeks, Marshall v. 
Philpott, and Vipond v. Nanaimo. 

Seeing the necessity for some resort 
where men of literary and sporting tastes 
could meet together and ha\e a" local hab- 
itation " as well as a name, oeveral gentle- 
men whose names aro not announced as 
yet, have formed themselves into a literary 
and sporting club to be known as "The 
Badminton," and have secured a fine suite 
of rooms in tho Turner block, Douglas 
street, which is particularly suitable for 
such purpose.

(Jo. —The trial of this action was concluded 
before Justice Crease and a special jury, at 
yesterday afternoon, when tho jury 
gavo a verdict for the plaintiff with $-1,000 
dumagen. Thecasoeame upfortrialorigiually 
before Mr. Justice Walkem and a special 
jury on the 31st July, 1893, when tho learned 
judge waB of opinion that tho plaintiff had 
shown no ovidenco that he had been dis- 
missed, and entered a nonsuit. Tho plain- 
tiff appealed to tho Divisional court, which 
in January last set aside the nonsuit and 
ordered a new trial, costs of tho first trial to 
abide tho result of the sooond. Mr. E. V. 
Bodwoll for tho defendants submitted to the 
jury that the defendants had always meant 
to deal fairly with tho plaintiff and beforo 
tho now trial had paid $1,000 into court in 
satisfaction, and that as tho plaintifl had not 
beon employed since onterod a nonsuit. The 
plaintiff appealed to the Divisional court, 
whioh in January last Bet aside 
the nonsuit and ordered a now trial. 
Hon. Mr. Davio submitted that tho plaintiff 
had boon very badly treated, tho dofoudants 
having denied their liability and the faot of 
a dismissal until just beforo tho second trial 
when thoy paid the $1,000 into court. Tho 
proper damages to be allowed, would, ho 
oontondod, bo the whole amount of tho 
wages under tho contract to tho end of tho 
agreed term, subject to diminution it tho 
plaintiff had obtained omploymont in tbo 
meantimo, which ho had beon unable to do, 
or by tho probability of hiB being horoaftor 
ablo to secure such employment, which waa 
unlikoly. The plaintiff had boen obliged 
to remain in Victoria owing to tho courao 
taken by tho defendants for over a yoar 
before being able to submit bla caso to a 



jury. Hon. T. Davie, Q.C , and Robort 
Casaidy for plaintiff ; E. V. Bodwell for tho 
defendants.

Said to Be. 



OUR NEIGHBORS' NEWS. 



(From the Hamilton Spootator ) 
ZiccheuB 15. (Jhoato, formerly a well- 
known farmer in thia county, ia new living 
near Cedarville, Idaho, and in a lettor to J. 
E. O'Reilly, looal master in ohanoory, ho 
gives rather a diamal picture of the state of 
affairs in that paradiao of Sir Richard Cart- 
wrighc. Describing hia experiences there 
ho says : 

Laat spring waa very lato, whioh made 
the aeaaon short at that end, ao there waa a 
light crop. Thore waa only four months 
and twelve ' days from the timo tho laat 
anow flakes wero seen in tho Bpring till they 
wero again Been in tho fall. In September, 
j lis t when many were ia harvest, it com- 
menced to rain. Peoplo who cut their grain 
with headers have to wait until it ia dead 
ripe, as it must bo drawn and stackod at 
onco. So many had not commenced when 
the rains camo on. Those that hud theira 
cut in that manner had drawn it and put 
it in piles, which thay called stacks, 
ready to thresh, and a low of tho earlier 
onea had threshed, but very fe**, und 
they wero down when the season was 
earlier. Those that out thoir. gru>n with 
self-binders had theira all cut, and mo»c ot 
them had it nicely Btaoked. Among them 
waa my eon, who tiaa a binding maahiuu of 
hia own. Whon it commenced to rain it 
kept right on almost incesaantly till winter. 
Tho result waa that hundreds of acrea of 
wheat stood uncut. Hundreds more that 
wero cut with headers rottod in tho heaps. 
ThouaandB of bushels wero threshod in the 
wet andsa^kodup; the sacks lay in tho 
fieldB, and tho grain, sacks and all rotted. 
Some of Fred'B (my uon) was damaged, al- 
though well stacked in the long straw, for 
no stack unleBa thatched could stand a 
steady downpour of rain for weeks. How- 
ever, he had a nico lot of hogs, and ho fed 
the damaged stuff to them, ao did not lose 
it. Many who had three or four thouaand 
bushels of damaged wheat did not havo five 
hogs, and some none, ao lost all. 

To make matters worae there was no 
market for what wheat thero waa that was 
marketable. 1c waa aB low aa 30 centa, and 
for a time it waa only 28, and then for a 
timo it eould not bo Bold at all ; thero wis 
m money to buy it. The only article that 
brought money was hoga, and they wero a 
good price, and Fred sold hia, whioh made 
things bbbv with him. When hard timoa 
begun to show up in earnest almoat every- 
one was in debt on his own account, or aa 
security for someono elae, and creditors be- 
came clumoroua. No money could be had 
from the banks — gueaa they did not have 
any — so the sheriff waa kept busy all the 
fall. Some of the beat mon, or supposed to 
be the beBt, have gone down, and any 
amount of tho rank and file. And then tho 
taxes were to bo met — and such taxes. Thero 
is no country on earth where constitutional 
government prevails where people are taxed 
aa they are here — that is, in proportion to 
their means of paying. Everything is 
aaBeaaed — land, houso, b^rnB, fences, 
horses, cattle and hoga ; everything to 
tho gun you muat keep for protection from 
varmints, and the watch you carry in your 
pocket. On ull this the rate of taxation i3 
27 mills nn the dollar ou the peoplo hero, 
who are just struggling to make a begin- 
ning. I'crhapa Una ia a reaaftu why peoplo 
live in hovels and have no outhouaoa. They 
would be taxed to death. If a man hero 
had the sume buildings and improvements I 
had on my farm back thero tho tuxes would 
be $W0 or $500. The mode of taxing hero 
is a bounty on thriftlesuneBB, No evidences 
of prosperity must be seen, as they would 
only be an incentive to further taxation. 
And, what is worse, the peoplo can aee no 
benefit from the tax they pay. Tho roads 
are in a horrible state, and are likely to be 
bo for many years. To ruiee money enough 
to mako good rouda through thin rough 
country would tako all the peoplo own. 
They are not able to buy boota and shoes 
and clothing for thoir families now — that is, 
such clothiDg as farmers weur in Ontario. 
The State cannot assist them, aa it 
is as poor aa the rest, and 
muat bo kept up by direct tuxation. 

The United States government takes ull 
the State landp, except school lande, and the 
money (ill goes to Washington, and a por- 
tion of tho direct tuxes us well. Then in 
'surveying tho country the Government left 
no road allowances. All righta of way are u 
constant Bourco of trouble and litigation, 
nnd sometimes lead to something more seri- 
oub. Thero tame mar being a murder 
about a road a few miles from horo lust year. 
It ia a strange thing that a people who aro 
uupposed to know moro than ull the rest of 
creation should bo so far bohiuu in ri,at re- 
apeot. They sell tho lands or givo them out 
in homesteads, and then sock it into them 
tho beat they can. I don't beliovo thero waa 
ever any road allowances given in tho sur- 
veys of the United States, aB whon speak- 
ing about it with men from the Middle 
States and telling them that road allowances 
wore given in all the surveys in Canada they 
were surprised. When I first came to this 
country Idaho waB a territory, and peoplo 
wero doing vory well, but Binco it 
was made a Stato taxes havo doubled 
and trebled, and I don't see any 
likelihood of timoa boing any hotter 
in that respect. Tho pension bill of tho 
United States is now about $3 per head of 
the entire population, and tho further wo 
leave tho war behind tho largor it seems to 
prow. It is amusing to read in Bomo of tho 
Canadian papers what Cartwright and that 
follow Donly, at Simcoo, havo to say ubout 
tho poor overtaxed Canadian farmorB, and 
how much better things aro on this sido 
of tho lino than they aro thoro. Now I 
would like to know wheie thoy get thoir in- 
formotion. As soon aB I can got some decent 
paper I will writo a little artiolo to tho 
Spectator, and ask them a fow questions. 
Perhapa they can learn mo Bomething. I 
havo been from Gaspo in tho oast of Canada 
to Vancouver in tho wost, and from Port- 
land in Maine to Portland in Oregon, and 
what I know of tho farmers ami thoir cir- 
cumstances has boon from personal observa- 
tion, and I followed farming for a good 
many years, I fancy I know when furmera 
nro proBporous and whon they are not.— 
Z. B. Cjioatk,

THE IMOST INHUMAN CIV ALL CRIMES. 

Toronto Star : The recent victory of the 
British troops over King Kahurega of 
Unyoro, in tho lako region of Africa, will 
probably result in tho acquisition of n largo 
amount of torritory to. the British Crown. 
Tho Province of UnyorT ia north of Uganda, 
and oxtends west to Lake Albert Nyanza, 
famed for its suit mines nnd other valuablo 
resources. Thore aro 500,000 peoplo in 
abjeot subjeotion to the absoluto king. 
Tho addition of bo much territory to the 
British possession is in itself a matter of 
not much congratulation. But wheu it is 
remembered that tho powerful barbario 
king waa tho moat active of all in the 
traffic of slavoa, and that it wua for tho pre- 
vention of this nefarious bueinets that war 
began, any ono with aught of the humanity 
of man in his soul will feel a genuine satis- 
faction in seeing the moBt inhuman of all 
crimes being deatroyed in tho very haunts 
of the earth where vile heatheuism and 
ignorant intolerance have guarded ita exis- 
tence. 

TICKETING A CORPSE. 

Boston Herald : A queer cubo wus re- 
cently heard in tho Supremo court, Bangor, 
Mo. In July, 1893, Merton E. Rrown was 
killed near Seattle, Wash., and tho remains 
wore aent homo to Doxter, Mo., in churgo of 
a couBin, H B. Whitten. Tho romains wore 
first taken lrom a Binall town nailed Mount 
Vernon to Seattle. At Soattlo Whitten 
purchased two first-class tickets for Doxter 
and started for home. Ac Huntington, 
B.C., thn Canadian Pacific road was taken, 
and, in the night, tho our containing the 
remains waa switched off and Btarted for 
Montreal. The Canadian Pacific always 
r quires a permit be&ido a regular tickot for 
a corpus, but of thin Whitten was unaware. 
A ohango of care wau made ut Montreal, 
and, i»s Whictcn ouuld not bo f mod easily, 
tho agent telegraphed to tho Maino Contral 
agent at Duxtar not to deliver the remains 
until tho faro had beon paid. Tho remains 
arrived at Dextor and tho relatives wero 
astonished at tho presentation of a bill for 
$100, to be paid beforo they could aocuro 
tho remains. All urrangomonta had boen 
made for tho funeral and the funeral and 
tho hearao wero in waiting.. The father of 
tho deceased was greatly enraged, and much 
indignation was caused in town. The 
funeral wua postponed. The railroad was 
to-day obliged to pay damagca. The Maino 
Central waa only agent of the Canadian 
Pacific, and tho latter will have to settlo 
finally.

GOWNS WORN BY PURE YOUNG SOULS 
AT THE EUCHARIST. 



Fashion Sugsfsts What May Bo "Worn on 
Such Occasions — Pretty Communion 
Gowns— Dresses For Girls — Homo Dressc- 
aml Incroyable Ties.

One would scarcely boliovo that fash- 
ion would actually. meddle in the dress- 
ing of little girls about to take their first 
communion, but it seems that every 
year sees a change almost as radical as 
that in every other special costume. One 
year tho girls will all bo arrayed in 
plain swiss muslin, with wido hems or 
tucks as sole ornamentation, and another 
will see ornate ruffled and embroidered 
frocks. Nun's veiling and cashmere 
have also had their devotees. 

This season tho most of tho commu- 
nion dresses are of white crepon silk, 
wool or cotton, as tho case may bo or 
tho parents can afford. The Episcopal 
church requires tho children to wear 
hats or bomiets, trimmed with white, 
and no veil, whilo tho Catholic church 
requires them to wear wreaths and 
veils. These wreaths and veils are usu- 
ally made by tho sisters in different con- 
vents, and they must bo purchased of 
them. This season these are two or 
three styles. Some of the wreaths are

made of bows of white satin ribbon and 
others of white (lowers, such as lilies of 
tho valley or some other small white 
blossom. Some are of expensive French 
flowers, and others are cheap though 
not tawdry kinds. The veils are respec- 
tively of white tarletan and crepe lisse. 
Usually white slippers are worn and 
white lisle gloves, but this season black 
boots will be worn. Everything elso 
must be white, emblematic of the pure 
young soul which is for the first time 
to taste tho bread of life eternal. 

I saw several of these pretty commu- 
nion gowns yesterday. Ono was of 
white crepon, made with a plain skirt. 
On the left side it was folded in in such 
a manner as to suggest an underskirt, 
and there were three true lover knots set 
at intervals. Thero was a plain waist, 
with a flchu drapery of the same and a 
bolt f itstened with a small bow of rib- 
bon. The sleeves were puffed and had a 
deep fall of the crepon around the wrists. 
On the neck there was a prelate cape, 
open on the left shoulder and fastened 
with bows. The wreath was of white 
ribbon and the veil of fine white tarle- 
tan. It was very sweet and girlish and 
neither expensive nor difficult to mala;. 

There we.s another made of whito 
Swiss, with flat insertions of lace set in 
between four tucks. Tho waist had a 
yoke made of lace and tucks and full 
bishop sleeves. There was a frill of laco 
around the yoke in form of a bertha. A 
whito satin ribbon sash was tied in 
front. Tho wreath was of lilies of tho 
valley and the veil of tulle. Another 
very pretty communion dress was of 
white crepon, with a narrow ruche of 
pinked white silk around tho bottom 
and s*-t in three lilies down tho front of 
the waist. The sleeves were balloon 
puffs, drooping over forearms that had 
three rows of the niching. "With this 
was shown a white leghorn hat with 
white ribbon and a twining vine of smi- 
lax and valley lilies. Tho very high 
church people in the Episcopal church 
prefer a close little sort of hood shaped 
bonnet made of lace and with a veil 
thrown loosely over it. These look very 
quaint and pretty. 

I should add that girls from 13 to 10 
should wear their communion dresses 
just to the ankle, though high church 
Episcopal style is to have the skirt just 
clear the ground all around That would 
mean that they should bo four inches 
from the ground. 

There is not anything among all the 
new fancies of the season prettier or 
more stylish than tho incroyable bows. 
Each lady can make hers to suit her 
taste, Iter pocket and the possibilities of

the odd bits of silk or ribbon sho has, 
with laco as the finishing touch. Many 
ladies do make their own bows, but 
many buy them. They are very dressy 
additions to any toilet, either for homo 
or street. Those worn at homo arc often 
of bright hued silk, while those for tho 
street tire generally black, though fre- 
quently of something else. 

One that was much admired was made 
of oriental silk, with its barbaric stripes 
of color and edged with lace. Another 



was of open meshed organdio in flax 
color, edged with a fall of handsomo 
laco. Another one, . meant more for 
home, however, was of apple blossom 
faille tied in an enormous bow, and also 
having its fall of lace. Thero is a wrin- 
kle about these incroyable ties that tho 
amateur does not know — that is, to set 
well thero must bo a stiff choker collar 
of velvet, to which the bow is attached. 
It cannot bo made to stand up at tho 
right angle or oven to droop in proper 
shape unless it has this solid foundation 
behind it. There are several varieties of 
open meshed grenadine which will be 
nuulo into these ties, and some of them 
will be finished off with knotted silk 
fringe instead of laco. In whatever man- 
ner they aro made they are in for a run 
this spring, but us warm weather ap- 
proaches the fancy will die a natural 
death. 

It now looks as if roses were to bo 
the fashionable millinery flower this 
season, and tho moss rosebuds, both 
white and pink, aro almost as beautiful 
as the real flowers. White, yellow, 
pink, red and variegated roses aro seen 
in every degree of development from 
bud to fading flower. Some of them will 
bo massed together and others mingled 
with other flowers, as one wishes. An 
odd combination is to have violets and 
roses together, red and pink roses, not 
white or yellow. Brown hats with 
quantities of flowers on them will be 
worn with tho brown frocks, which are 
to bo so much liked this spring, if we 
can believe the 'authorities. Tho shades 
of brown best liked are fawn, tan, rus- 
set and gold as well as snuff, mordore 
and seal in the darker shades. Pale 
blues and light greens will he their com- 
plements. Red will also be used on some 
of the browns. Cherry, ruby and fuschia 
are all "new" colors and as a conse- 
quence will have their run. Tho cherry 
and ruby are not of tho old kind, but 
verge on tho magenta shade, with more 
or less of that raw and nerve searching 
shade.

THE JiOYAL COMMISSION. 

The Chief Justice of British Columbia 
and . the Exchequer Court 
Judge Named 

To Make inquiry Into Everything Con- 
ceruiug the Nakusp & iSlocau 
Railway Charges. 



An extra of the British Columbia Gazette 
whs issued yesterday containing u proclam- 
ation naming the royal commission called 
for by tho resolution adoptod by tho Pro- 
vincial Legislature on tho 9ch inst. The 
proclamation, under tho signature of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and dated tho 20th 
April, 1894, is as follows : 

To the Honorable Sir Matthew Baillie Beg- 
bie, Kniijht, Chief Ju.il ice of British Col- 
umbia, and the Honoralile Qeorge Whetfock 
Burbidge, Judge of the Exchequer Court 
of Canada, Greeting: 

It having been resolved amongst tho pro- 
ceedings of the Legislative Assembly of tho 
Provinco of British Columbia at its last 
Beasion : 

" That whereas, acting under tho advice 
of the Executive Council, His Honor tho 
Lieutenant Governor has boen pleased to 
give a Provincial guarantee of interest upon 
tho bonds of the Nakusp and Sloean Rail- 
way Company to the extent of 4 per cont. 
per annum 011 $25,000 per milo for twenty- 
live years, and by tho like advice has, in tho 
agreement tor Hie uuarantoe of interest, 
reserved! the tighr, to t>ubatituto bonds guar- 
anteeing principal at the rate of $l~,r>00 per 
mile, li<j»"lher with iu'erest at a rate per 
annum sufficient to enable tho company to 
reallZd par, but in no ansa to exceed 1 per 
cent, per annum ; 

"And whereas, by message from His 
Honor the Lieutenunt Governor, with the 
advice aforesaid, a bill haB been introduced 
for tho purposo of guaranteeing principal 
and mi. crest in manner mentioned in the 
aaid agreement ; 

" Aud whereas, it has boen stated by tho 
honorublo tho member for Nanaimo Dis- 
trict, in li is place in the Hutisf of Assembly, 
that it appeared that the Honorable the 
Loader of tho Government had been work- 
ing for the company and not for tho prov- 
ince, and it has alao been insinuated in tho 
said House of Assembly by other honorable 
members, although not directly charged, 
that the members of tho executive council 
wero uctuatcd by corrupt motives in advis- 
ing His Honor tho Lieutenant Governor in 
relation to the matters aforesaid ; 

" Therefore be it Resolved, That an 
humble AddreEO bo presented to His Honor 
tho Lieutenant-Governor, praying him to 
appoint a Royal Commission to enquire 
whether the Honorable tho Premier, in ad- 
vising the said guarantee, worked for tho 
Company and not. for the Province, and 
whether corrupt motives of any kind existed 
with or influenced His Honor's Ministers in 
tho advice tendered by them to His Honor 
tho Lieutenant-Governor in relation to the 
Nakusp and Slocan Railway Company, und 
whether any of His Honor's Ministers have 
or had any interest, directly or indirectly, 
in tho Nakusp and fcjloo:vn Railway Com- 
pany, or in the Constuiction Company, 
either in furnishing materials or supplies, 
or in any way whatsoever ;" which resolu- 
tion was approved by an Order of His 
Honor tho Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
dated tho 16th day of April, 1894. 

" Now know ye that, in pursuance of the 
said resolution and order in council, and 
reposing especial trust in your loyalty, in- 
tegrity and ability, wo do hereby, in pur- 
suance of the powers contained in tho 
" Public Inquiries Act," aud of all other 
powers und authorities us in that behalf en- 
abling, constitute and appoint you, the said 
Sir Matthew Baillie Begbio and George 
Wheelock Burbidg?, jointly, and each of 
you separately, to be commissioners with 
tho power of making inquiry into ull and 
every of tho matters aforesaid so fur us tho 
same refer to tho good government of this 
province, or reflect upon the conduct of any 
part of the public business thereof, together 
with the power of sumnroning before you, 
or either of you, any party or witnesses, 
and oi requiring them to give evidence 
on oath, orally or in writing, or on solemn 
uflirmution (it they ho pirtiea entitled to 
aflirm in civil matters), and to produce such 
documents and things as you, or oither of 
you, may deem requisite to tho full investi- 
gation of the matters aforesaid ; and We em- 
power and direct y iu tho said Commis- 
sioners, or either ot you, to report the facts 
found by you, in writing, to Our Lieutenant 
Governor of Our aaid Province of British 
Columbia immediately, or aB soon as con- 
veniently may be, after you shall havo con- 
cluded such inquiry, together with the views 
which you, or either of you, may have 
formed iu relation to the matters uforesaid 
as a result of tho eaid inquiry, und that you 
do and perform ull thoso matters und things 
in and about tho taking of tho said inquiry 
as by law iu that behalf you are authorized 
to do."
